2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: References 
such as Walkington et al. (US Pat. 5,604,439) and Coppinger et al. (U Spat. 6,466,028 
B1 ) disclose trailer hitch coupling devices that detect the amount current or voltage 
transmitted between the trailer and the hitch. However, neither of the above references 
nor any other prior art of record disclose the claimed device for detecting the presence 
and type of trailer connected to a towing vehicle, the device comprising: a means for 
applying a first voltage to a first amount of power lines for a first sub system in the trailer 
and a plurality of means for measuring the individual currents consumed by components 
in the first sub system including means for comparing the level of the individual currents 
to a fist predefined threshold; means for applying a second voltage to a second amount 
of power lines in the first sub system in the trailer means for measuring the total current 
in the second amount of power lines; and decision means for comparing the total 
current in the second amount of power lines to a second threshold and thereby 
determining at least one of whether the trailer is present and characteristic s of a 
detected trailer.
